Wr. Speaker: 1, The following words are said to, 
have been used by Sri C Raiagooalachari in his speech at 
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re : Speech made by Sri G» Rajagopalachary 
at Ghandighar 

Chandighar, Punjab on 24-3-1960, which was published in 
the Indian Express, New Delhi on 26-3-60 :- 

"(i) The representatives of the Congress in the 
Legislatures are such people, whom any First 
Class Magistrate would round up, 

(ii) They are men without any appreciable means of 
livelihood- 

The two clauses are independent* and self-contained. 
The first clause means that they are criminals or habitual - 
offenders, who could be rounded up by a First Class 
Magistrate. The second clause means that they depend 
for their livelihood on questionable means, 

2. They undoubtedly constitute vulgar abuses and 
/.'contemptuous insults, gross calumny or foul epithets'* in 

the words of May's Parliamentary Practice ~ sixteenth, 
edition, pfige 125, hurled on the ladles and gentlemen, 
who are members in all the Legislatures in India elected 
on the Congress ticket* Sri C. Rajagopalachari is not 
justifying those words as true- They are admittedly false 
and malicious, if uttered by anybody* 

3. The first question is, has Sri C Rajagopalachari 
uttered those words ? He has not contradicted them in 
the Press at any time since their publication in the Indian 
Express ; nor in his reply to the present charge against 
him of having committed the offence of breach of privilege 
and contempt, has he categorically denied to have used 
those words. On the contrary, he has admitted that he 
has made a humorous remark and r referred to the provisions 
of the Criminal Procedure Code, which enable Magistrates 

„ to b|nd over persons, who have no ostensible occupation. 
What that humorous remark was he did not explain. 
The reporter, - who bas sent the report of his speech in 
question to the Indian Express or the Editor of the said 
news-paper cannot b j e said to have any malicious motive 
tp concoct a Speech like that against a big man like 
v.Sri RaJ3gopa%chary. The presumption, therefore, is 
; that he has ukd those words in his Chandighar speech.

4. The second question is whether the words alleged 
to have been used constitute the offence of breach of 
privilege and contempt of the Congress members of the 
Andhra Pradesh Legislative Assembly and of the House 
itself. As he referred to the Congress members in the 
Legislatures of India, there is no doubt that they apply to 
the Congress members of Andhra Pradesh Legislative 
Assembly also. 

The present Congress party members of this House 
are not a vague and indefinite body doubtful of identifica- 
tion, , They are* individual members of the House, whose 
seats are fixed io the House according to party labels and 
who are doing their parliamentary work every day and 
Miom every body knows by their names and addresses. 

May's Parliamentary Practice - sixteenth edition, at 
page 42 - states "Parliamentary privilege is the sum of 
the peculiar rights enjoyed by each House collectively and 

by members of each House individually The 

privileges are enjoyed by each House for the protection 
of its members and the vindication of its own authority 
and dignity. At page 43, it is stated that each House 
also claims the right to punish actions which,, while not 
breaches of any specific privilege, are offences against its 
authority and dignity such as libels upon itself, its officers 
or its members. Officers means Speaker and Deputy 
opea&er. 

In the "Commentary on the Constitution of India", 
by Sri Durga Das Basu, Vol. (1), page 586, it is stated 
that "publishing spoken or written words reflecting upon 
the character or conduct of the House or upon its mem- 
bers, named or unnamed, relating to the capacity as a 
member of the House is a contempt and breach of privi- 
lege. Therefore, the names of the members need not be 
mentioned, so long as they are known too well. If vague 
phrases like Congress Party or Congressmen are used, 
then they cannot come under breaches of privilege. This 
House can take cognizance only when the offence of 
breach of privilege or contempt is committed against its 
present members or against itself. 
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re: Spcerh made by Sri CL Rajagopakchary 
at Ghandighar 

Sri C Rajagopalachari himself admitted in his reply 
that Irs speech at Chandighar refened only to the fitness 
or otherwise of the members of the Legislatures to dis- 
charge their duties. The contemptuous insults or the vulgar 
abuses do not, therefore, relate to the members as private 
individuals, but relate to them as members of the Legis- 
latures functioning as such. In May's Parliamentary Pra- 
ctice, sixteenth edition at page 125, it is stated : Both Houses 
will punish not only contempts arising out of facts of 
which the ordinary courts will take cognizance but those of 
which they cannot, such as "contemptuous insults, gross 
calumny or foul epithets" by word of mouth. In the same 
page, "publishing placards reflecting on the conduct of cer- 
tain members as inhuman and degrading 5 * and "imputa- 
tions against members of corruption in execution of their 
duties" are also quoted as examples of speeches and writ- 
ings, which have been held to constitute breaches of privi- 
leges. In the Commentary on the Constitution of India by 
Sri Durga Dass Basu at page 589, it is stated that any act 
on the part of an outsider, which lowers the dignity of a 
member of Parliament as a member, constitutes contempt 
and is punishable by the House* 

The Congress party has 234 members out of a total 
strength of 302 in the Aridhra Pradesh Legislative 
Assembly. When the vast majorfty of the members of 
tfie Legislative Assembly are criminals or habitual 
offenders worthy of being 1 thrown into jails by a Magis- 
trate and are persons without appreciable means of 
livelihood according to the speech in question, the House, 
as a whole, is not worthy of any respect in the eyes of the 
public at large. The dignity and respect of the whole 
House is, therefore, lowered and the whole House is 
brought into odium, contempt and ridicule. May's 
Parliamentary Practice at page 120 states: Bringing the. 
House into odium, contempt or ridicule and lowering its 
authority directly or indirectly constitutes a breach of 
privilege and co ntempt Therefore, I am of opinion that 
the vulgar 'abuses alleged to have been made^ by Sri C. 
Rajagopalachari constitute breach of privilege and 
contempt not only of the vast paajority of the members of 
, the Andhra Pradesh Legislative Assembly but also, of the 
Uou ? e itself,

5. I proceed now, to examine the various objections 
raised by Sri Rajagopalachari himself in his three letters 
of reply or on his behalf against admitting this motion of 
breach of privilege and contempt. 

(1) Sri Rajagopalachari says it was not a public 
speech that he made, because it was made in reply to the 
address presented to him by the High Court Bar at 
Chandighar, This contention is untenable, because the 
Press was allowed to take notes of the proceedings and 
report to the newspapers, 

(2) He pleads that, the Andhra Pradesh Legislative 
Assembly has no jurisdiction to take cognizance of this 
case, because he is a resident of Madras State and the 
speech was made in the Punjab State. This plea fails in 
the light of the judgment of the Bombay High Court in 
the BLITZ Case of 1956 (Homi D. Mistry versus Ni- 
fusul Hasan, former Speaker of Uttar Pradesh Legislative 
Assembly and others). In this case, the offence of breach 
of privilege and contempt against the Uttar Pradesh Legis- 
lative Assembly and its Speaker was committed at Bombay 
by a person, who was a resident of Bombay The High 
Court held that the Warrant issued against him by the 
Speaker of the Uttar Pradesh Legislative Assembly for be- 
ing produced before the Assembly to answer the charges of 
breach of privilege and contempt was valid, as every v State 
Legislature can take cognizance of the offenee committed 
against it in any part of India. The Court also said "that 
the right of the State Legislature to execute its warrant ex- 
tends to the whole of India like that of the Lok Sabha or 
Rajya Sabha. Otherwise, it would be open to any person 
to go beyond the territorial limits of a State and attack the 
Legislature of a State without being amenable to a punish- 
ment at the hands of that State Legislature- Therefoer, 
this power was necessary for the maintenance of the dignity 
of a State Legislature." The language used in Article 105 
of the Constitution, which applies to the Houses of Parlia- 
ment and of the members and committees thereof is iden- 
tical in its entirety with the language used in Article 194 of 
the Constitution, which applies to t e Houses of State Legis- 
latures and of the members and Committees thereof- 
Under our Constitution both the Houses of the Parliament 
at the Centre as well as the Legislatures in the States are 
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re: Speech made by Sri G. Rajagoplaachari 
at Ghandigar 

on the same footing as regards privileges, and each of them 
have the same privileges as those enjoyed by the House of 
Commons in the same manner and to the same extent. 
Sri C Rajagopalachaii in his plea refers to the jurisdiction 
of each High Court with regard to contempt cases being 
confined to its own territorial jurisdiction under Article 215 
of the Constitution, That does not apply to the State 
Legislatures. 

(3) He also pleads that as a similar petition filed in 
the Lok Sabha was thrown out by the Speaker of the Lok 
Sabha, this petition is not entertainable here. The Cong- 
ress members of the Andhi a Pradesh Legislative Assembly 
and the Andfara Pradesh Legislative Assembly have also a 
cause of action to complain against the speech said to have 
been made by Sri C. Rajagopalaeharl. It is different from 
the cause of action of*the Lok Sabha though ident cal in 
nature. If A, B, C and D are defamed each one has a 
separate cause of action and can go to a court of law 
separately for redress. It may also be pointed out that no 
aggrieved party filed a petition of breach of privilege before 
the Lok Sabha Speaker. A non-Congress member of the 
Lok Sabha who had no cause of action filed a petition and 
it was rightly dismissed by the Speaker in his Chamber it- 
self, without making an enquiry of both sides. When the 
order of dismissal was read in the Lok Sabha at the re- 
quest of the petitioner, a Congress member, Sri Tyagi ob- 
jected to it and also said that any petition not filed by the 
aggrieved party should not be entertained. Sri C. Rajago- 
palaeharl says that the Speaker, Lok Sabha can protect the 
rights of the members of all Legislatures in India including 
those of the State Legislatures. It is surprising that he 
forgot that Lok Sabha and its Speaker can only protect the 
rights of the members of Lok Sabha, but not even of Rajya 
Sabha* It is only the Aodhra Pradesh Legislative Assem- , 
bly that can protect the rights of its members. 

The speaker of Lok Sabha quoted Shinweirs case 

when throwing out the petition in his Chamber, 

< 

With the greatest respect to the Speaker of the Lok 
Sabha, I differ from him with regard to the application of 
Shinweirs case to the present case. In that' case, the 
speech of Shin well was made in connection with a general

Parliamentary election In election speeches much latitude 
will be given "for excited utterances, particularly by young 
men. K^% it Is a deliberate statement made during nor- 
mal times by an elderly statesman like Sri C. Rajagopala- 
ehari before the elite of Punjab. Secondly, in the Shinweil 
case it was a general statement applicable to the Tories, 
who would stand for elections. It d?d not specifically app- 
ly to the particular Tory members then sitting in the 
House of Commons, who may or may not stand for elec- 
tions, when they actually come* It, therefore, applied to 
the members of the Tory party in general, whereas in the 
case before us the words definitely apply to the sitting Con- 
gress members of the Andhra Pradesh Legislative Assembly. 
I also think that the terms fi * wretches,, rascals and rapscal- 
lions*' are too general and vague abusive terms to convey 
any serious meaning while the abusive language hurled by 
Sri C Rajagopalaehari in the present case is much more 
serious. It is definite and purposeful and calculated to 
destroy the dignity and respect of the present members of 
the Congress party of the Andhra Pradesh Legislative 
Assembly in the eyes of the public. 

There is nothing in the second case quoted by the 
Speaker, Lok Sabha. SrLC Rajagopalaehari admits that 
he referred in his speech only to the conduct of the Legis- 
lators as such, but not as individuals. 

(4) x Sri Gowthu Latchanna, leader of the Sw&thanthra 
group in this Assembly, has quoted my ruling in a case 
that was before me in this Assembly, In that case it was 
merely stated that .those- who brouglit about the downfall 
of Sri Prakasamvwcre wicked people » and should be taught 
a lesson by the people* No names were mentioned of 
those, who brought about the downfall It was a vague 
term. The downfall of Prakasam had taken place some 
years before the speech, certainly Wore the present 
Assembly was elected. Unless the dignity and the rights 
of the sitting members of the Assembly are injured, this 
Assembly or myself as its Speaker cannot take cognizance* 

Therefore, I rightly disallowed the motion of Privilege. 

» 

(5) Sri Divi Kondaiah Chowdary, member of the 
Swathaathra party quoted the cases of Colm' Brogan and 
the Daily Worker, I have carefully gone idto them and 
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re , Speech made by Sri C. Rajagopalachari 
at Chandighar 

found nothing useful for our purpose. Similarly, I found 
the case of the Congress of the United States also, quoted 
by him, to be irrelevant to our case. 

Therefore, I hole! that the petition filed by the four 
Congress members is in order and that I have jurisdiction 
to entertain it. I also hold that there is a prima facie case 
made out against Sri C. Rajagopalachari that he has com- 
mitted the offence of the breach of privilege and contempt 
against the Congress members of the Aodhra Pradesh 
Legislative Assembly and also against the Andhra Pradesh 
Legislative Assembly itself collectively, 

(6) I wanted to hear both sides before I came to any 
definite opinion. After hearing both sides I have come to 
the conclusion that there is a prima fade case against Sri 
C Rajagopalachari. Therefore, I refer the question of 
privilege raised by the four Congress members under Rule 
181 of the Andhra Pradesh Legislative Assembly Rules to b 
the Committee of Privileges for examination, investigation 
and report,
